DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's amendment filed 8/28/2009 has been received and entered into the present 
application. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/29/2009 have been fully considered. Rejections not reiterated from 
previous Office Actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections are either reiterated or newly 
applied. They constitute the complete set of rejections being applied to the instant application. 

Expansion of Election of Species Requirement

Objection 

Claims 5 and 13-16 are objected for being dependent on a rejected independent claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly 
owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of 
each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner 
to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 4 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Faust et al. (J. 
Med. Chem, 2000, 43, 1050-1061). 

Faust et al. teaches the compound: 



where Rl= I (iodine); R4=Me and R2, R3, R5, R6 = H. 

The only difference between the instantly claimed compound and that of Faust et al. is that the Rl 
of the instantly claimed compound is a substituted or unsubstituted C1-C6 alkyl and not a Hydrogen as 
claimed. . 
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However, the substitution of hydrogen with a substituted or unsubstituted C1-C6 alkyl is obvious 
because the substitution does not change the binding affinity or stereochemistry of the compound. See 84 
USPQ 458 and 81 USPQ 383. 

Applicant's attention is drawn to the MPEP at 2144.06, which states "An expression suggestion 
to substitute one equivalent component or process for another is not necessary to render such substitution 
obvious. In re Fout, 675 F.2d 297, 213 USPQ 535 (CCPA 1982)." 

The MPEP states at 2144.06, "In order to rely on equivalence as a rationale supporting an 
obviousness rejection, the equivalency must be recognized in the prior art, and cannot be based on 
applicant's disclosure or the mere fact that the components at issue are functional or mechanical 
equivalents." Because the Examiner has shown that the functional equivalency of the compounds was 
known in the prior art at the time of the invention, the present finding of obviousness is proper and firmly 
grounded in the teachings of the MPEP at 2144.06.
